Sir  :  —  We  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  twelfth  annual 
report  of  the  Board  of  Registration  in  Embalming,  as  required 
by  chapter  473,  Acts  of  1905.  The  Board  organized  as  follows: 
William  H.  McManus,  chairman;  Frederick  L.  Briggs,  secre- 
tary; Peter  H.  Savage,  member. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  held  19  meetings,  also  2 
examinations  to  qualify  applicants  as  registered  embalmers. 
At  the  examination  held  in  March  49  applicants  appeared  to 
qualify;  at  the  October  examination  34  applicants  appeared; 
also,  34  applicants  met  the  requirements  of  the  Board  and  were 
registered.  There  are  1,300  reg'stered  embalmers  entitled  to 
practise  within  this  Commonwealth. 

During  the  past  year  many  of  the  young  men  registered 
embalmers  have  entered  the  service  of  our  country.  The  im- 
portance of  the  situation  prompted  the  Board  to  take  some 
action  to  protect  their  interests,  and  upon  proof  of  same  their 
registration  was  suspended  until  their  honorable  discharge  from 
service,  when  they  again  will  be  registered  and  listed. 

During  the  month  of  July  a  request  was  made  by  the  Massa- 
chusetts Embalmers  Association  that  the  sum  of  $500  be 
expended  for  educational  purposes  (which  is  granted  by  section 
6,  chapter  473,  Acts  of  1905,  and  am.ended  by  chapter  390, 
Acts  of  1910).  After  a  full  and  serious  consideration  of  the 
matter  it  was  deemed  advisable  not  to  grant  the  request,  owing 
to  the  financial  situation  then  existing.

Sir:  —  The  Board  of  Registration  in  Embalming  respectfully^ 
submit  the  following  as  its  annual  report  for  the  year  ending 
Nov.  30,  1918.  The  Board  is  organized  as  follows:  William 
H.  McManus,  chairman;  Frederick  L.  Briggs,  secretary; 
October  1,  Peter  H.  Savage  was  reappointed  as  member. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  held  14  meetings;  also  2 
regular  examinations  to  qualify  applicants  as  registered  em- 
balmers.  The  conditions  existing  in  October  caused  a  post- 
ponement of  that  examination  to  November  15.  This  was 
made  necessary  by  the  demand  upon  the  embalmers  and  those 
intending  to  take  that  examination. 

There  appeared  at  the  March  examination  37  applicants,  — 
22  qualified  and  were  registered;  at  the  November  examination 
there  appeared  29  applicants,  of  which  13  qualified,  making 
a  total  of  35  for  the  year.  There  are  1,219  registered  em- 
balmers who  have  paid  their  annual  fee,  thereby  entitling 
them  to  practise  embalming.

BOARD  OF  REGISTRATION  IN  EMBALMING  AND 
FUNERAL  DIRECTING 

To  Honorable  James  J.  Sughrue,  Director  of  Registration: 

Sir:  The  Board  of  Registration  in  Embalming  and  Funeral  Directing 
has  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  its  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  Novem- 
ber 30,  1937. 

On  January  1,  1937,  Chapter  407,  Acts  of  1936,  became  effective  and 
the  Board  of  Registration  in  Embalming  is  now  to  be  known  as  the  Board 
of  Registration  in  Embalming  and  Funeral  Directing. 

Various  new  amendments  to  certain  chapters  in  the  General  Laws  be- 
came effective.  One  amendment  required  the  Board  to  make  certification  to 
Local  Boards  of  Health,  of  all  Funeral  Directors  who  come  within  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act  before  May  1,  1937. 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  on  Tuesday,  January  5,  1937,  it 
was  found  that  there  was  no  adequate  appropriation  for  this  new  Board  to 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  Chapter  407.  Consulting  the  Attorney  General's 
office  and  the  Commission  on  Administration  and  Finance,  it  was  advised  to 
request  a  transfer  of  funds  from  the  Extraordinary  Expense  Account. 

On  January  15,  1937,  the  Board  petitioned  His  Excellency  Charles  F. 
Hurley,  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Executive  Council,  requesting  a  transfer 
of  $3,000  from  this  fund  for  the  expenses  of  the  Board,  the  same  to  be  re- 
turned when  the  appropriation  was  made  by  the  1937  legislature.  Through 
the  cooperation  of  James  J.  Sughrue,  Director  of  Registration,  extra  clerks 
and  printing  were  provided.  Applications  were  mailed  to  every  known  Funeral 
Director,  the  same  returned  to  the  Board  with  the  necessary  data  and  fee 
required  by  the  Act,  before  March'  1,  1937. 

On  March  31,  1937,  the  sum  of  $1500  was  transferred  to  the  Board  from 
the  Extraordinary  Expense  Account.  On  April  1,  1937,  six  temporary  in- 
spectors were  engaged  for  a  period  of  thirty  days.  The  Commonwealth  was 
divided  into  six  districts.  The  inspectors  visited  every  establishment  from 
which  an  application  had  been  received  and  made  a  report  on  each  establish- 
ment to  the  Board.  During  the  month  of  April  some  member  of  the  Board 
was  present  in  the  office  each  day  to  hear  any  complaints. 

This  work  was  completed  on  April  30,  1937,  the  Boards  of  Health  having 
received  their  certifications  and  the  Funeral  Directors  registered  in  accord- 
ance with   Chapter  407. 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  on  May  4,  1937,  it  was  found  that 
the  Board  needed  the  services  of  an  Inspector  to  investigate  complaints  and 
inspect  new  establishments.  On  June  1,  1937,  John  J.  Falvey  of  Holyoke 
was  appointed  Inspector  for  the   Board. 

There  were  two  examinations  held  during  the  year  for  the  registration 
of  embalmers.  On  March  1,  1937,  there  were  49  candidates  examined.  Of 
this  number  23  candidates  were  successful.  On  October  6,  1937,  57  candi- 
dates were  examined.     Of  this  number  25  candidates  were  successful. 

There  were  two  examinations  conducted  during  the  year  for  the  regis- 
tration of  Funeral  Directors.     On  April  30,   1937,  there  were  31   candidates 


examined.     Of  this  number  22  candidates  were  successful.     August  6,  1937, 
there  were  15  candidates  examined.     Of  this  number  15  were  successful. 

On  August  25,  1937,  Dissemination  of  Knowledge  meeting  held  at  Har- 
vard Medical  School  for  all  registered  embalmers. 

On  September  9,  1937,  Dissemination  of  Knowledge  meeting  held  in  the 
Municipal  Auditorium,  Springfield,  Mass.,  for  all  registered  licensed  Funeral 
Directors.  Registered  embalmers  were  invited  to  attend  the  evening  session. 
Tentative  rules  and  regulations  governing  Embalming  and  Funeral  Directing 
were  mimeographed,  copies  of  which  were  given  to  each  person  present.  As- 
sistant Attorney  General  Maurice  M.  Goldman  was  present  at  this  meeting  at 
which  time  he  explained  the  new  rules. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  on  October  5,  1937,  Mr.  William  J. 
Jacobs  was  elected  chairman  and  Daniel  F.  O'Brien,  secretary  for  the  en- 
suing year.

Jacobs  was  elected  Chairman,  and  Charles  E.  Camplaell,  Secretary,  for  the 
ensuing  year.

Dear  Madam  :  The  Board  of  Registration  in  Embalming  and  Funeral  Directing 
has  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  its  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  November,  30, 
1940. 

On  December  6.  1939,  an  examination  was  conducted  for  the  registration  of  funeral 
directors.  Of  the  50  candidates  examined,  28  were  successful.  An  examination  was 
also  held  for  the  registration  of  funeral  directors,  on  June  4,  1940.  Of  the  57  candi- 
dates examined,  49  were  successful. 

This  Board  conducted  two  examinations  during  the  year  for  the  registration  of 
embalmers.  On  March  6,  1940.  57  candidates  were  examined.  There  were  20  registered. 
On  October  2,  1940,  65  candidates  were  examined.    There  were  49  registered. 

On  July  10,  1940,  a  meeting  was  held  at  the  Adams  House,  Marblehead,  Mass.,  for 
the  purpose  of  disseminating  knowledge  to  embalmers  and  funeral  directors.  Edward 
J.  Dailey,  M.  D.,  was  the  guest  speaker  at  this  meeting. 

An  Educational  Clinic  was  held  on  October  2,  1940.  in  conjunction  with  the 
Massachusetts  Funeral  Director's  Convention,  at  Mechanics  Building,  Boston,  Mass.
